Report of Board of Health. 


The Board of Health of the Town of Newton respectfully sub- 
mit the following report: 


There has been reported to the Board several cases of scarlet 
fever and most of the cases were in the village schools, and the 
schools were. closed for a few weeks until danger of spreading the 
disease was over, and, by great care on the part of those afflicted, 
there was no general spread of the disease. Five cases of diphthe- 
ria were reported to the Board ; these were all light cases, so consid- 
ered by the attending physician, and, while confined to one section 
of the town, no one case could hardly be traced as coming from 
another. We have endeavored to confine every single case to the 
house where the patient was taken sick, and in order to do this, 
have given members of the family who were not absolutely needed 
in the home an opportunity to go out and stay until the danger of 
spreading the disease was over, or in case where a nurse was 
employed, and the patient was completely isolated from these who 
were obliged to go out in this case, they were allowed to go to their 
work, but in case where there was no nurse employed and one per- 
son must do the house work and care for the patient, we have insist- 
ed upon having all who were needed in the family to care for other 
members, that they remain on the premises. 

In some cases where families have been quarantined and they 
have requested to be supplied with things necessary, the Board has 
furnished them in a few cases; other cases where no request has 
been made. nothing has been furnished, and still another case 
where the family were all quarantined they notified the board they 
needed nothing, but afterwards sent bills to us aggregating nearly 
$30.00, all of which we refused to pay. | 

The law relating to the matter of the Board furnishing supplies 
to families quarantined on account of any contagious disease is not 
generally understood and consequently advice has been given by 
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those who had better acquaint themselves with the laws of New 
Hampshire before venturing to advise others and cause unpleasant 
feelings and unjust censure of the Board. 

The interpretation of the law as given by the State Board of 
Health is this, quoting their own words. “The main object of the 
law was to give needy persons such assistance without making pau- 
‘ pers of the recipients. It is not expected that the board of 
health will render financial aid to persons in quarantine who are 
amply able to pay their own bills. But it is for the sole purpose of 
furnishing such things as are absolutely needed by the person or 
family and which they could not obtain for themselves without ex- 
_traordinary hardship.”

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Report of School Board. 


To THE CITIZENS OF NEWTON: 


We hereby submit the annual report of our schools for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1907. 

An effort has been made that the money appropriated should be 
economically expended. ‘The repairs on the school buildings dur- 
ing the past year have been only such as were most needed. 

There are some néeded repairs this coming year. The steps at 
the Rowe’s Corner school should be fixed. The building should 
be shingled and the yard in front graded. There should be some 
grading around the Junction school to prevent the pond which 
forms there every spring, causing great annoyance to teacher and 
pupils. ‘The blackboards at the Junction school are in bad condi- 
tion. There should bea well or water supply for our new school 
building and some more blackboards extended around the room. 

The Grammar school has been in charge of Miss Maybelle War- 


ner. They are now in the room upstairs in the new building, 
which furnishes better accommodations in every way. This is a 


large school and has a very good attendance. Stress has been laid 
during the year upon reading — getting thought from the printed 
page, — and accuracy and neatness in test work. ‘The improve- 
ment made is very satisfactory. The standard of this school is 
such that we can fit our scholars for entrance to high schools. 
The most of the graduates this year took advantage of this and are 
now pursuing higher studies. 

The Village school, in charge of Mrs. Alma F, Bartlett, is now 
stationed down stairs in our new school building.. The spring term 
was broken up by sickness, but the other terms have had a very 
good attendance. ‘The pupils of this school are doing good work 
and show interest in their studies and love for their teacher. 

Rowe’s Corner school is in charge of Miss E. Belle Ingalls. The 
school is not so large as last year and the teacher can govern and 
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instruct all grades and individual work. The boys and girls of the 
school are ambitious pupils. 

» The Pond Street school was taught by Miss Nellie J. Hoyt with 
her usual success. This school had such a small attendance that 
we deemed it prudent to close it at the end of the spring term. 
The scholars from this school were sent to the Rowe’s Corner 
school at the beginning of fall term. | 

Miss Grace Bassett taught the Junction school until the close of 
spring term. Miss Nettie Smith began teaching the fall term and 
has had a very successful year. This is one of our largest schools 
and has had a very good attendance, despite the fact that a good 
many of the scholars are obliged to walk a long distance. 

In conclusion we wish to express our appreciation of the zeal 
and fidelity with which the teachers have labored for the success of 
the schools.
